Mrs. Meir’s 
resignation 


THE public was taken aback by yes- 
terday’s sudden and unexpected an- 
nouncement Mrs. Meir’s re- 
signation from her post as Secretary- 
General of the Labour Party. | 
In spite of controversies within the 
party at last week's session of the 
Secretariat, there had been no indica- 
tion that any crisis was brewing. _ 
The changes in the Cabinet of which 
Mrs. Meir had been one of the spon- 
sors had been approved and carried out 
as smoothly as could be expected with- 
in the present wide coalition. It is in- 
evitable that there will he some specu- 
lation concerning Mrs. Meir’s health. 
Public concern at this resignation 
arises not only from the fact that the 
position of Secretary-General of the 
major party is of importance to the 
State, but chiefly from ee exceptional 
rsonality involved. . ἢ Ο 
hot belong to the Second Aliya, which 
produced the Jeading political figures 
of this country during the past three 
decades; but she has behind her half a 
century of work in Labour Zionism and 
in active politics in Israel. ᾿ 
The posts she occupied were of signal 
importance. She was Secretary General 
of the Histadrut; during critica] periods 
before the establishment of the State 
she acted as head of the Political De- 
partment of the Jewish Agency. When 
the State wes established and it was 
necessary to send a first envoy to the 
Soviet Union, she was chosen for this 
difficult, task. When she decided after 
a few months that Moscow offered little 
opportunity for initiative, she entered 
the Goverament as Minister of Labour 
at the peak period of immigration and 
eventually took over the Foreign Minis- 
try on the eve of the Sinai War. In her 
nine years as Foreign Minister she 
built up Israel's reputation abroad and 
pioneered new ties with the underde- 
veloped nations of Asia and Africa. 
She only agreed to become secretary 
of the Labour Party when the latter 
faced the critical problem of restoring 
internal unity and re-absorbing elements 
that had either broken away or never 
been a part of it. In view of all the 
eonflicts, ideological, organizational, 
and personal that had to be overcome. 
the absorption into one group of as di- 
verse elements as Ahdut Ha'avoda and 
Rafi: it was realized that the task was 
of Herculeati proportions and that only 
Mrs. Meir’s determination and leader- 
ship might be successful. She had the 
satisfaction of seeing unity achieved 
during her tenure. Only a powerful 
personality could achieve this. 
Whatever the reasons for Mrs. Meir's 
resignation — if it is accepted by her 
party —- it will be viewed as the con- 
clusion of one more chapter in Mrs. 
Meir's long service to her people. She 
remains a member of Knesset. where 
her voice and advice will carry as much 
weight as ever. Her counsel and expe- 
rience will be δὲ the disposal of the 
government, and her services will be 
called upon. | 
In the eyes of millions of Jews and 
non-Jews here and abroad, she has 


become something more than a pulitical 
leader: a symbol of the new Israel. of 
its courage. its strength and its bound- 
less devotion.

Shukeiry’s son 
thought kidnapped 


PARIS (UPI). — High police sources dis- 
vlosed last night that the son of former 
Palestine Liberation Organization leader 
Ahmed Shukeiry disappearcd here under 
mysterious cireumstaaces 11 days ago and 
have been kidmapped. The sources 
said they believed dissident Arab miove- 
ments were behind the disappearence of 
Nazar el-Shuketry, 23. who vanished after 
he arrived here June 28 from Sofia for a 
24-hour stay. 

A personal trip here by his father and 
the iatervention of the Forcign Ministry 
and Paris Police have failed to turn up any 
sign of the young man, the sources said. 
They reported Nazar's passport anda suit- 
case were turned over July 2 to the lost 
and found office at Orly Airport. They 
have not Keen reclaimed.

Eban: No change in Cairo

There hag been no change in the Egyptian position against a true peace 
with Israel, Foreign Minister Eban told the Cabinet yesterday. This, he said, had 
been confirmed in his talks with U-N. envoy Gunnar Jarring, other statesmen, 
and by the public statements of Egyptian President Nasser and Foreign Min- 


ister Riad. 

A statement to the press on the Foreign 
Minister's two-hour report to the extra 
mid-week Cabinet meeting said that Mr. 
Eban noted the similarity between Pres- 
ident Nasser's recent bellicose speeches 
and the threats he voiced before June 
1967. 

Mr, Bhan said he was to clarify the 
real picture of Egyptian policy with in- 
ternational representatives, and in particu- 
Jar with Security Council member-coun- 
tries. He would also stress Israel's readi- 
ness to meet with Egypt in order to bring 
about -a change in Cairo's negative policy. 

Analyting this’ policy, Mr. Ehau. refer- 
red to Nasser’s statements in Moscow 
and his threat to “cleanse every inch of 
Arab land"; the joint July 2 statement 
of Nasser and the South Yemen President 
on “the need to liberate” Palestine”; and 
the repeated Egyptian denials of Mr. 
Riad's reported statement that Egypt was 
reconciled to the existence of Israel. 

Israel, Mr. Eban said, does not ask for 
recognition of its right to exist. This 
tight needed no approval, and it applied 
equally to all States, including Egypt. 
But the fact that Egypt was not even 
prepared to commit itself on this matter 
only confirmed the negative nature of its 
policy, he said.

WASHINGTON, — The World Bank will 
Jend Egypt $25m., it has been learned 
from reliable sources here. Other Arab 
countries, possibly even Syria, may also 

receive loans, 

The decision reportedly was made late 
jast month after World Bank analysts 
returned from ἃ Middle East study trip. 
Bank Prestient Rohert 5. McNamara is 
scheduled to meet President Nasser in 
Calro this weck. 

The §25m. probably will be given for 
Egyptian agricultural improvement pro- 
jects. But should the Egyptians ask — 
either now or: later — for a Joan for their 
Red Sea-Meditetranean oll pipeline, they 
will be given a sympathetic hearing, 
sources here indicated. World Bank 
regulations require that loans be assigned 
to specific projects. 

The adoption of fiscal policies con- 
sidered sound by the Bank also is a 
requirement for joan approval, In the 
past, Egypt rejected World Bank advice, 
but Cairo's attitude has changed, as has 
the intensity of her need. 

Meanwhile. American diplomats  dis- 
count the sincerity of the new Arab- 
Sovie. “peace offensive” and consider re- 
ports of Egyptian “moderation” a propa- 
fands pame. There is a sharp disagree- 
ment with the British, who now see 
bright propects for peace. The State De- 
partinent is in ἃ decidedly pessimistic’ 
mood as regards an Arab-Israe! settle- 
ment. 


Nasser resumes 
talks in U.S.S.R. 


moscow. President Abdul Nasser 
of Egypt held a new, and unexpected, 
round of talks with Soviet leaders yes- 
terday in a country house near Moscow. 

A statemeot by Tass described the talks 
as a “warm and friendly conversation” 
but gave no details, 

The meeting was understood to have 
taken place before India's President Zakir 
Hussain arrived here in the afternoon for 
talks with Russian leaders. 

The terse official announcement gave no 
sign that Nasser and his hosts had reach- 
ed agreement yet on a way out of the 
Middle East deadlock. It said only that 
his “warm, friendly conversation” had 
been with Soviet Communist Party Gen- 
eral Secretary Brezhnev, Premier Kosygin 
and President Podgorny. No topics were 
disclosed in the announcement, which was 
released after day-long official silence on 
Nasser's activities following the unsche- 
duled extension of his visit amid reports 
from diplomatic sources in London that 
the Soviet Usion js mounting pressure to 
impose a settlement on the feuding Arabs 
and Israelis.

Nigeria to let 
Biafran aid pass 
after checks 


UNITED NATIONS (AP). — An official 
of the Nigerian Federal Government said 
yesterday that shipments of food, medi- 
cine and other supplics would be per- 
mitted to enter Biafra after inspection 
to see that no war material slips into 
secessionist hands. 

Chief Anthony Enahoro, Commissioner 
for Information and Labour for the 
Federal Government in Lagos, made the 
statement in reply to questions at a news 
conference at U.N. Headquarters. 

He said the Federal Government had 
offered facilities of airfields in areas 
under Federal control, and corridors that 
could be used for transport of supplies. 
He sald of shipments that "once they are 
inspected and sealed, that would be the 
end of it.” 

Chief Enahoro expressed helief that 
figures cited by Biafrans of 13,000 per- 
sons starving to death dally were exag- 
erated, but there was no doubt that 
hunger existed in the area controlled by 
Biafra. He sald also that starvation was 
2 Jegitimate device used against the 
opposite side in a civil war in an effort 
to subdue the enemy. 

He said it was possible that food sup- 
Plies intended for civilians would be di- 
verted to the armed forces of Biafra. 
He said that the Federal Government is 
cooperating with the International Red 
Cross and other agencies seeking to get 
food into Biafra and “at this stage there 
is not very much more that we can do.” 
He added that if Blafra were to accept 
the concept of ἃ united Nigeria all the 
present difficulties could be overcome. 


Bourguiba: Problem for ‘Palestinians, Zionists’ 


SOFTA (AFP). —. The Palestine problem 
must he solved between the Palestinian 
People and the Israel Zionists, who must 
arrive at an acceptable modus vivendi 
between them, Tunisian President Habib 
Bourguiba, told a press conference here 
yesterday. Such a compromise solution 
should include guarantees against a 


““greater Tsrael,” which would make it 


possible for the two peoples to live in 
peace.

But all 
speakers from Premier Eshko! down wan- 
dered freely over the entire area of the 
Cabinet reshuffle, Most, naturally, said 
more about the appointment of Mr. Yigal 
Allon as Absorption Minister and Deputy-

Resignation regarded as final

Mrs. Meir's resignation was regarded 
Jast night as being final by most members 
of the Labour Party's Knesset faction, 
although Mr. Eshkol expressed the hope 
that Mrs. Meir would agree to “go on 
Serving the party and the State.” 

A number of the Labour faction's for- 
mer Mapat members expressed fears that 
Mrs. Melr's resignation might endanger 
the “delicate structure” of the recently 
merged Labour Party.

GHANAIAN STUDENT 
FOUND DEAD IN U.S.S.R. 


MOSCOW (AFP). — A 20-vear-old Gha- 
naian student was found dead in a street 
in Stavropol, North Caucasia, last Friday 
night. Ghanaian students said the man, 
Padtord Aku, had been murdered, but the 
Ghanaian Embassy said only that he was 
“ao longer alive.”

— U.N. Secretary-General U Thant yesterday warned that 
if rich nations failed to help developing countries it was an invitation to violence 


from the poor.

Economic and Social Council (Ecosoc), 
meeting here until August 2, that “the 
poor are Increas! aware of the gap 
that separates thera from the rich," and 
were Increasingly impatient at the denial 
of adequate help to bridge this gap. 

U Thant laid the biggest share of the 
blame on the industria] nattons, but tock 
developing countries to task a8 well, for 
lack of far-sightedness in théir attituden 
towards developed countries. 

The main reason fer the poor results 
of the New Delhi trade and development 
conference early this year was that in- 
dustrial nations did not show themselves 
ready to take on trade and aid com- 
mitments, he said. 

One of the most important lessons to 
be learnt from the New Delhi conference 
was “the need to persuade people in the 
developed countries that their future pros- 
perity and security, and that of their 
children and grandchildren, is inextricably 
linked with the well-being of people in 
developing countries," Ὁ Thant sald. .

Regularly every presidential year it is 
Proudly announced that the power of 
such men hag passed away, that the bad 
old days of the party bosses have gone 
tor good, that nothing now impedes the 
inalienable right of each individual dele- 
gate to cast his vote for even half-vote), 
not as some feudal villein, but rather as 
4& free American citizen. ἡ 

Unquestionably this is what the nation 
wants to hear, and would dearly lke to 
believe. But it is not — and never has 
been — the way the American political 
system works, Even this year, after all 
its upheavals and convulsions, it is 
already clear that the ulthnate choice of 
the Democratic nominee is going to rest, 
mot with the ‘audience assembled in the 
Chicago amphitheatre — stili less with 
any crowds of. ordinary voters surging 
outside — but with a small select group 
of party power-brokers to whom ἃ size- 
able number of delegates will owe their 
very seats in the convention hall.

- The most renowned: of these local po- 
tentates' is undoubtedly Mayor Richard 
Daley of —. known to his is- 
though: never to bis face) ag 
“The King of Clout.” A’ typical Chicago 
ward politician: — though. built on a 
colossal scale — Daley is often said to 
rank second in power within the Demo- 
eratic Party only to the President. At 66 
he is a strange, anomalous survival from 
another era: he combines’ the tight con- 
trol of City Hall with total personal do- 
mination of the notorious Cook County 
electoral machine. 

This year at least 100 of the State of 
ilinois’ 118 convention yotes are reputed 
to be: within his personal gift — and 
not surprisingly he has been wooed and 
courted as has no other Democratic poli- 
tician, Rigorously, however, he has resist- 
ed all blandishments and has kept his 
own counsel. 


The best informed guess is that Daley 
will eventually decide the destination of 
his retainers on a very simple test: on 
which candidate (Humphrey or McCarthy} 
will help him more in his own salrapy. 
He {3 certainly not a man who allows 
personal preferencea to affect his poli- 
tical judgments. Ἢ 

In 1960᾽ he brutally abandoned his own 
State's most illustrious son, Adlal Ste- 
venson, in favour of John F. Kennedy 
without turning. a-heir. And though he 
bas always been a close Administration 
supporter he hag #0 far signally failed 
to rally to Hubert Humphrey's banner 
this year. His name indeed was easily 


the biggest single omission from a list 
of 136 mayors endorsing Humphrey that 
the Vice-President’s office released this 
week, 


On the other hand to most McCarthy 
supporters {though not to the cauaidate 
himself, who has been scrupulously care- 
ful to keep in cordial telephone contact 
with him) Daley's very name is ‘Anathe- 
ma. It ig not just a matter of his public 
utterances — though his order last April 
that the Chicago police should “shoot to 
kil” all rioters and “shoot to maim or 
cripple” every looter has not yet been 
forgotten, Almost equally important, how- 
ever, is what Daley symbolises and rep- 
resents. 

Be does not like being called “the last 
of the old-time bosses" — but that Is 
what he Is. Something like $5,000 jobs 
at state, county and city level have been 
estimated to be in his personal gift and 
he has never displayed any reticence 
over awarding these jobs to the loyal 
foot-soldiers of his own private political 
army. For 13 years he has ruled Chicago 
as 2 monarch and an autocrat --- and 70 
one (not even Dr. Martin Luther King, 
who tried and failed two summers ago) 
haz come near to challenging his power 
effectively. 


But in the mid-term elections in Novem- 
ber 1966 the Daley machine suffered its 
first bad electoral defeat. It falled not 
only fo re-elect a long-serving Demo- 
cratic senator but also lost to the Repub- 
licans a plethora of local offices. That

night in Chicago’s Sherman House Hotel 
the portly, bull-voleed mayor was vislbly 
shaken. As a result it Is not just the 
McCarthy people who believe that this 
year the mayor faces one overwhelming 
imperative: to back the presidential can- 
didate who, he believes, can help him 
most at the hustings. 

Much the same is widely believed to 
be true of a very different figure who is 
still sitting on the other large block of 
uncommitted votes at the Demcecratic 
convention, Jesse Unruh of California. 
California's 172- convention votes were 
originally won by Senator Robert Ken- 
nedy in the June 4 primary but 
Unruh, who as Speaker of the Assembly, 
led the Kennedy slate of delegates, has 
80 far shown no inclination to commit 
them to any other candidate.

Although known in California ss “Big 
Daddy" and chiefly famous for ἃ single 
remark “Money is the mother’s nvlk of 
politics,” Unruh is In many ways a far 
more sophisticated operator than Mayor 
Daley. He is a legislative rather than a 
machine politician, and his own personal 
ambitions the is only 45) are suspected 
to go at least as far as running yor the 
State Governorship against Ronaid Rea- 
gan in two years’ time. 

That makes what happens this Noven- 
her very important to him, and he has 
so far played a careful watching same. 
His political power base is nothiny like 
us entrenched as Daley's — he cannot af- 
ford to lose his Assembly Speakership, 
a: he would if the Republicans had a 
Sweep in California in November — and 
the McCarthy camp is happily convinced 
that the lesson of the pathetic 12 per 
cent vote that the Administration garner- 
ed in last month’s primary has not been 
lost upon him. 

At the present stage of the campaign 
the -picking up of 172 delegate votes 
would certainly be a glittering prize for 
the McCarthy cause: but far more im- 
portant than the actual additions! dele- 
gate strength would be the eviderrce of 
the first real break in the ranks of the 
power brokers.

PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti. τα 
ΤΕ Haiti's fertile Arttbonite Valley, 
where Israel was going to show 
Haitians how to make wasted fields 
bloom, there are still wasted fields, going 
brown and hard in the sun. The Israel 
agricultural cooperation team which ar- 
rived six ‘mouths ago doesn’t talk much, 
but other sources who feel more cynical 
about making ‘things work in. the land 
where Francois Duvalier is “President 
for life" have told their stories. ἡ 
Israel has τὸ embassy in Port au 
Prince, just an Ambassador who flies 
down from New York once or twice a 
year, staying in a hotel room.

Six months ago, Israel decided to set 
up a demonstration farm in the Arti- 
honite, 213*hours from the Capital by car, 
and budgeted $62,000 a year for it. The 
step wa&s ἃ rare one because, with the 
exception of West Germany and the 
Republic of China, foreign governments 
offer almost no direct ald to Haiti 
The U.S. for example, cut off its 
millions in 1963, dissatisfied with the

But Israet went ahead, 
acting through the Organization of 
American States. The Haitian Govern- 
ment set aside 220 acres of choice land 

ap abandoned Standard Fruit ‘Co.

The O.A.S. sent: in a team of agrono- 
nists to.make soll and ecological stu- 
dies. Israel then dispatched four of its 
own experts, headed by Mr. Moshe Kones. 

Then, the Israelis’ friends say, Haiti 
caught up with itself. Things stopped. 
Zacherie Delva, the regional boss of 
Duvalier’s Ton Ton Macoute private army 
and 8. powerful local “Houngan" or 
Voodoo priest, decided he wanted no out- 
Siders near his holdings. 

Delva's objections went stratght to the 
Presidential Palace. He won. Israel was 
told that it would. be given a new 220- 
acre plot, but it will require few months 
of soil surveys, new money, changes in 
equipment, and a change in emphasis for 
the whole programme. 

It bas saddened the Israelis, but they 
act as if it hadn't happened at all. Asked 
about the situation, Barrom! said: “We've 
found @ sincere response here. Like our- 
selves, the Haitian has been harassed. 
His is a sovereign government and we 
respect that fact.”

"If 
someone atole your coat wouldn't you 
try to get it back?”

The tap seven places in the $125,000 
Bulck Open Tournament, played at the 
Warwick Hills course in Michigan, were 
filed by American players. The winner 
was Tom Weiskopf whose flnal 3 under 
Par round of 69 gave him an over-all 
total of 280 and the first prize of 
$25,000 1IL87,000).

ner of the U.S. Open, who had been 
leading by one stroke after’ the third 
round finished in seventh place with a 
disastrous 76 for the final 1 holes. 


Attention is now focused on the British 
Open, to be played at Carnoustie in Scot- 
land this week. There ig something very 
special about the British Open. Tbe prize 
money, a mere £3,000 for the winner, 
is a pittance compared to the top prizes 
In other tournaments but the fringe bene- 
fits and publicity received are worth 
Many times more. The late Tony Lema 
was quoted as saying that the title was 
worth $100,000 to him in eventual re- 
venue. The field contains many past 
winners including Player, Palmer, Nick- 
laus, De Vicenzo 1nd Thompson, who [8 
trying’ to equal Varden’s record of six 
open titles. A leading bookmaker has 
Nicklaus ag favourite at 9-2 with Casper 
at 5-1, Player 8-1 and Palmer 10-1. 


SWIMMING 


Three world records were either broken 
or equalled at the second annual Santa 
Clara International swimming meet in 
California. 

American swimmer Mark Spitz, a form- 
er Maccabia champion of the Santa Clara 
Club, broke the men's 400 metres free- 
style record for the second time in two 
weeks when he clocked four minutes 8.1 
seconds — one tenth of a second faster 
than the listed time. But this is slower 
than his earlier time of four minutes 7.7 
seconds, which 15 awaiting ratification. 


In the women's 200 metre individual 
medley American Sue Pederson tied the 
word record of 2:25.0, but finlshed second 
on a judge's decision to Claudia Kolb 
who was ttmed in 2:25.1 Miss Kolb from 
the Santa Clara Club, holds the world 
record. International rules do not allow for 
a record ualess the swimmer finishes 
undisputed firat. 


In the 1,500 metres men’s freestyle, 
Gutliernio Echevarria of Mexico shattered 
the world mark hy swimming the dis- 
tance in 16 minutes 28.1 seconds, exactly 
six seconds under the record of 16:34.1 
set last year by Mike Burton of Sacra- 
mento, California. Echevarria was swim- 
ming one of hig rare competitions at sea 
level and he sald he was more con- 
cerned with beating Burton than setting 
ἃ record. 


OLYMPICS 


Mexico's Olympic organizing committee 
has announced that a total of 10,000 
members of 103 International Olympic 
committees have registered to participate 
in the 19th Games in October. 

The report said 7,500 are athletes and 
the rest are directors, judges and traln- 
ers. 

Countries thar still have not confirm- 
ed whether they will send delegations in- 
clude Albania, the Congo, North Korea, 
Dahomey, Guiana. Honduras, Liberia, Lib- 
ya, Morocco. Nepal, Sierra Leone, Syria 
ana Togo. The registration perind will 
end in August

This easy internationalism vanished out- 
side the hotel doors. The million and a 
half tourlsts Rumania expects this year 
are apparently spread thin over time and 
apace @nd you see few foreigners in the 
streets. Rumanians themselves appear to 
be as Innocen; of forelgn languages as 
the French. Even buying a ticket at the 
airport or railway is Ukely to involve 
extensive use of sign language. There was 
one tourist official in the northern indus- 
trial town of Bacau who told me her 
daughter was studying English in high 
school; she herself had picked up some 
from books in the Ubrary. Here and 
there someone knows French. Other lan- 
guages become useful when you enter 
Transylvania at the pleasing mountain 
town of Brasov where shopkeepers will 
speak Hungarian and German. 

For many in the Israeli group, -Rumania 
recalled Israel of the early. 19503 when 
the coffee wag mostly chicory, the clothes 
unfashionable and expensive and privately 
owned cars a rarity.

Some years ago, we were driving along 
the famous New York State Thruway 
connecting New York with Buffalo. I 
had driven most of the night. After we 
stopped for coffee, my friend took over

the wheel while I dozed beside him. The 
two women passengers In the back later 
said they did not like to tap the driver 
on the shoulder when they saw hig head 
nodding forward drowsily. 


Out of control, our car scraped against 
the rock cutting on the right of the 
road, was thrown to the left side and 
somehow careened back to the right 
where it crashed into the rocks, That we 
all survived was a Miracle — and you 
can’t rely on those. 

The following year the same driver 
spent two months in hospital with broken 
tibs and a punctured lung after being 
tossed out of a car driven by his brother 
— who fell aslecp at the wheel. 

Several lessons can be learned from 
these tragedies and near-tragedies. As in 
the case of the Jerusalem officers, my 
frieod was no reckless teen-ager, but 2 
middle-aged school principal, father of 
seven children. Yet he underestimated the 
danger of falling asleep while driving. 
I blame myself for drowsinug, which may 
have induced the driver to do the same 
and certainly stopped me from grabbing 
the wheel or making sure the driver was 
alert by keeping up a conversation. 

The New York Stats troopers who ex- 
tricated us from the wreck were furious. 
‘We were spoiling the safety. record of 
their beautiful new highway, and we 
were by no means their first accident In 
the three days it had been open. Head-on 
collisions were practically impossible with 
the wide green-belt separating the lanes. 
Yer others had already crashed into 
bridge abutments. 

It seemed that the new enemy was the 
monotony and ease of driving on the 
almost atraight, marvelously-engineered 
thruway, which by-passes urban centres 
and has neither advertising billboards nor 
stonlights. 

Israel does not have suUper-highways 
stretching for endless kilometres, and 
the very narrowness of many of our 
one-lane roads forces drivers to be wide 
awake and makes falling asleep at the 
wheel a remote danger. Yet the danger is 
there.

Most of 
the Jews of Old Rumaniz, where the re- 
gime oppesed the Nazi extermination 
Plan, survived the Holocaust. 

In ancient times called Dacia, Rumania 
was conquered by the Romans in the second 
century C.E. and its language is basical- 
ly a Latin one. Slavic overtones came 
with waves of barbarian invaders from 
the east over the mext 10 centuries. 


The emergent nation has had a troubled 
history — centuries of repreasive Turkish 
tule and two world wars. One feels in Ru- 
mania now a thrust towards sunnier hori- 
zons. It is difficult to know how this will 
affect a picturesque rural landscape where 
wells outside farmhouses are operated by 
wheels and wooden mechanisms of Indivi- 
dual and ingenious -design. But it means 
now a barely perceptible throb in the 
air, a gummer of movement and change, 
that despite an atmosphere often alien te 
the Westerner, makes it a haunting coun- 

try to visit.

Vehicles on roads 
inereéase 12 per cent 


The number of vehicles on Israel's roadz 
inereased by. 12 per cent during 1966, 
and there are now 72 motor vehicles per 
thoussnd of population. The figures, re- 
leased by the Centrat Bureau of Statis- 
tlea, showed a drop from the 1964-65 rate 
of. increase, which was a substantial 17 
per cent. 

In December 1966 there were 192,125 
motor vehicles in Israel, an increase of 
about 20,000 over the previous year. The 
number of private cars rose by a Ilittle 
over 10,000, and tracks by about 6,000.

The question of refugee settiement is 
best solved within the framework of a 
regional arrangement with international 
assistance. Israe] would be ready, accord- 
ing to need, to bear an appropriate share 
of the financial burden, and perhaps to 
provide expertise too, jf requested, the 
Prime Minister told the Knesset yesterday. 

Replying to ἃ series of questions on 
refugee settlement submitted by Messrs. 
Uri Avneri (Ha'olam Hazeh) Natan Peled 
{Mapam), Shmuel Mikunis Communist) 
and Yosef Tamir (Gahal}, Mr, Eshkol 

- explained he was unable to say whether 
the Government had a model of a refugee 
village, and denied that the Government 
had ordered a survey of refugee settle- 
™ment possibilities, as such. 

In fact, he said, he had ordered an 
economic survey of the occupied areas as 
se whole, at the hands of a committee 
smoade up of university professors, Jewish 
Agency settlement officiagis and others. 
This survey also examined the economic 
implications of refugee rehabilitation, he 
explained, 

The investment required for refugee 
settlement varied with the economic pur- 
suit, and was highest with farm settle- 
ment, Mr. Eshkol said. He declined to 
assure Mr. Shmuel Tamir (Free Centre) 
that the Government would take no initia- 
tive whatsoever on the refugees till peace 
came. It would depend om how long this 
took. he said, stressing that no cast-iron 
decision existed, that approaches depended 
on possibilities, and that thi aissue involved 
discussion and decision. 


Stepped approach 
to Western Wall 
being prepared 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Keporler 

Clearing operations have already cam- 
menced to prepare an approach to the 
‘Western Wal]] through the Old City Jew- 
ish Quarter. This is prior to an authorita- 
tive decision on the relevant plans 
shortly, by the Town Planning Commis- 
sion, the Prime Minister said in the 
Knesset yesterday in reply to a question 
by Mr. Yosef Tamir (Gahal). 

Historical and topographical reasons 
were responsible for the fact that hither- 
to the only approaches to the Wall were

No decision has yet been taken on 
which institutions wil] be transferred to 
the Jewish Quarter, but efforts wil] be 
made to rehabilitate the principle ones 
which were active there till 1948. An 
area of 55,000 sq. m. is due to be set 
aside for dwellings. This should allow 
for 600 dwelling units housing 2,500 per- 
song, with another 500-800 Uving in board- 
ing accommodation attached to institu-

TEL AVIV. — The issue of mixed prayers 
at the Western Wall has now become an 
internal dispute within the Labour Party.

“It is dificult to believe that the words 
spoken at the recent Zionist Congress, 
product of the surge of Jewish enthusiasm 
that swept the Diaspora during the recent 
days of trial, were only lip service,” Prime 
Minister Eshkol said last night. 

Speaking at an assembly marking the 
third anniversary of the death of Moshe 
Sharott at Beit Ha'sam {mn Jerusalem, Mr.

The Government 
bad assumed “most of the burden of 
immigrant absorption; our young people, 
products of the Land of Israel like Moshe 
Sharett, have undertaken tasks in the 
work among the Jews of the world.” 

The Chairman of the Jewlsh Agency 
Executive, Mr. Arych L. Pincus, in open- 
jag the assembly, recalled the words of 
the message which Sharett, his prede- 
cessor, had sent from his sickbed to the 
26th Zionist Congress In Dreember, 1964. 
Sharett wrote then: “The leadership {of 
the Zionist Movement! must make room 
for new people not identified with any 


party; the Zionist ‘nstituuons mus, admit 


new elements.” 
Mr. Pincus declared: “At the recent 
Congress, we placzd before the Zionist 


Movement challenges deriving from the 
new situation.” 

Dr. Eliezer Schweid. Leeturer in Philee 
sophy ut the Hebrew University. delivered 
ἃ paper on “Isravl-Diaspora Relations.” 
Tie said that the task of thy State of 
Israel was “to present challenges and 
make demands that eoammit her as well 
as the Jews of the world."

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The agony of Egyptian Jews 


Jerusalem Post Diplomatic Reporter 

Reports on the plight of Jews imprisoned in Egypt 
have been received from foreign visitors to that country. 
The reports were described as “shocking,” especially as 
regards the situation of Jews Incarcerated In a special 
camp since the June war without charge or trial. While 
the Egyptian authorities seek to conceal the situation, 
particularly from foreign visitors, some details were 
learnt by visitors during their stay. According to their 
reports, some 230 Egyptian Jews are currently in the 
Thora prison camp, in isolated detention designated 
“political custody.” They are aged from 18 to 60. 

The camp is under the supervision of the General 
Security Authorlly, which is belleved to have decided to 
hold these Jews indefinitely. According to a European 
visitor recently In Calro, Egyptian officiats told him » 
that the Jewish detainees would oot be freed until 
Israel evacuated the occupted territories,

The five women arrested on Sunday 
after resisting a police order to evacuate 
a house in the Abu Tor Quarter of Jeru- 
sulem, which they claim {fs theirs, were 
yesterday charged with criminal! tespass 
ic the Jerusalem Magistrate’s Court, and 
reluased on IL300 bail cach, They were 
released after signing undertakings act to 
repeat thelr act and to wait for the prob- 
lem to be settled legally. 

The women are all members of [he 
Idris family, 11 of whom claim the house 
was bequeathed to them by the lute Mo- 
hanumed Kassem Idris, Last week Amidar, 
on behalf of the State Lands Authority, 
leased the house to Mr. Bytan Ben-Moshe, 
an engineer In the Municipal Traffic De- 
partment. The house is one of 80 in what 
the Lsrsel uuthoritles declare is the for- 
mer no-man’s-land area in Abu Tor, On 
the basis of thls ruling, the Custodian 
of Absentee Property took over ‘the pro- 
perties after the Six Day War and handed 
them over to the Lands Authority,
